ficient Paſs from one of Their Majeſtics Privy Council, or the Sheritt or Sheriff- 
Deput, or twoof the Commiſſioners of Supply, or Juſtice of Peace of the Shire, 
within which the (aids Ports doly 3 which perſons impowered to give the aids 
Paſſes, are hereby alſo impowered, and Required totake Cautionot the Mafter 
and Skippers of the ſaids Ships, that they ſhall carry no perfon out of this King- 
dom for Ireland, curing the ſpace foreſaid, without lawful Paſſes, under the 
| Pain of one hundred Merks toties quoties, for each perſon ſo carryed out by 
him : As alſo, the hail forenamed Perſons, with all ColleQors, Surveyers, 
Clerks, and Waiters upon the Borders betwixt Scotlard and England, arc 
hereby Commanded, that they ſuffer no perſon to go for Erzglaxd or lreland, 
without Paſſes from one of Their Majeſties Privy Conncil, or from the Sheriff, 
or Sherciff-Deput, or two of the Commiſſioners of Supply, or Juſtices. of the 
Peace of the Shire where the ſaids perſons did Jaſt Refide, and that as the hail 
foreſaids perſons will be anſwerable at their peril. And furder, the ſaids Lords 
of Their Majeſties Privy Council, do hereby prohibit all ſuch perſons who are 
fir, and in uſe to be put forth in Foot+-levies, to remove out of the Shire where 
they dwell, after the date hereof, until the preſent Levy ordered by Proclama- 
tion be compleated, without Paſſes from the Heretor of the Ground where they 
live, or his Chamberlain in his abſence 3 Certifying thoſe that preſume to doin 
the contrair, that they ſhall be ſummarly ſeized where they may be apprehended. 
. Andit is hereby declared, that the Seazers and Apprehenders of the ſaid Fleers, 
ſhall have Right and Liberty to give them up toſerve for ſuch as they may be oh» 
liged to pur forth in the ſaid Levy. And Ordains thele preſents to be Printed, 
and to be publiſhed at the Mercat-croſs of- Edinburgh, and at the Sea-ports of the 
Welt-Seas, and hail other Head-burgs of this Kingdom.
